Accipent on THe Norwich anp Wonrces- 
Ter Rattway. About 8 o’elock on Monday 
evening, as the New York train from Boston, 
upon the Norwich and Worcester Railroad, 
was approaching Fisherville, about 4 miles 
beyond Webster, they came to a bridge known 
as Mason's bridge, which crosses a small fac- 
tory stream. As the engineer, Mr. John Hyde, 
touched the bridge, he felt it swerve, and im- 
mediately putting ona full head of steam, at- 
tempted to cross. Just as the locomotive reach- 
ed the other side, the bridge gave way. The 
engine broke from the tender and remained up- 
on the track—the tender and crate car also 
cleared the bridge, but were thrown from the 
track. The second class car broke in two 
pieces, and one portion fell into the river ; the 
next ear, full yaaa dropped down with 
the bridge, but did not reach the water, the tim- 
bers of the bridge supporting it. The third car 
was thrown up on one end, and all the seats 
but three broken. This car was full of passen- 
gers, who suddenly found themselves thrown in- 
to a heap at one corner oftue car. To add to 
the confusion, the ear took fire from the stove, 
but fortunately the fire was promptly extinguish- 
ed. Aftersome order had been restored, and 
time given to look about, it was found that not 
a passenger had a bone broken, though several 
were bruised. As nearas can be ascertained, 
there were about one hundred passengers on 
board the train, of whom sixty-three from New 
Hampshire and Vermont, bound to California, 
came over the Nashua Road and took the train 
at Worcester. At about 12 o'clock, nearly the 
whole of the passengers, their baggage having 
been transferred across the river, proceeded on 
their journey to New York. 

The only person killed was a brakeman, nam- 
ed John Callagan. He was standing upon the
